JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 7— 
The Missouri Public Service Com- 
mission today suspended the 
streetcar and bus fare increase 
roposal of the St. Louis Public 
rvice Co. and set the matter 
down for a hearing here on Jan. 


Without such action, the new 
fares would have become effective 
Jan. 2 automatically. 

The hearing will include a con- 
sideration of the commission's 


general investigation of the rea-. 


sonableness of the company’s fare; 
and the valuation of its properties 
for rate-making purposes. 

That investigation has been in 
progress since July 1947. The field 
work of auditing the books and 
property of the company by the 
auditing and engineering staffs of 
the commission has been com- 
pleted, the commission reported, 
but their reports have not been 
finished. It is expected the reports 
will be available in time for the 
hearing. 
Effect on Public. 

In connection with its fare 
suspension order, the commission 
observed the proposed new sched- 
ule increased fares and that it 
appears “rights and interests of 
the public may be injuriously af- 
fected thereby.” 

The audit of the companys 
books and property now nearing 
completion was ordered by the 
commission when it authorized, on 
an emergency basis, an increase of 
approximately 20 per cent in the 


price of passes sold by the com-,

The new fare proposal, filed 


Dec. 1, would increase the cash 
fare from 10 to 12 cents, provide 
for tokens at 3 for 35 cents, in 
crease the weekly pass from $1.50 
to $1.75 and increase student pase- 
es from 50 to 75 cents. Express 
bus passes wonld be eliminated 
and pass holders would pay an

During hearings last March on 
the company’s application to elimi- 
nate tokens from its fare sched- 
ule, the company contended the 
tentative value of its property for 
rate-making purposes should 
$60,840,000, although expressing 
the belief th: actual value was 
greater th .n this figure. 

That figure represented an ad- 
justment, up to last March, of a 
valuation fixed by the commission 
in 1927 of $63,500,000, At that time 
(1927) the commission largely fol- 
lawed the theory of reproduction 
new less depreciation in fixing 
valuations of utilities. 

Since 1945, however, the regula- 
tory body has been following the 
theory of original cost. Last 
March the company contended it 
should be allowed fares that would 
give it a return of 7.14 per cent on 
its investment. This was the 
ammount of return that the fare 
schedule approved in 1927 permit- 
ted, according to commission Cal- 
culations. The commission did not 
ingorse specifically such a rate of 
return at that time.

MADE UP ONLY OF

For the first time in the history 


of the St. Louis Police Department) 
a platoon composed entirely of 
Negro policemen and commanded 
by a Negro police sergeant will go 
on duty tomorrow night in -the 
First Precinct of the Lucas Ave- 
nue Police District. 


Formation of the platoon, com- 
posed of 14 men, was ordered by 
the Board of Police Commission- 
ers. Sgt. James Taylor, assisted 
by Cpl. John Kennard, will be in 
charge. H. Sam Priest, president 
of the police board, said the action 
Was a “progressive move by the 
board to give better police service 
to an area heavily populated by 
Negroes,” 

Set. Taylor’s platoon will go on 
duty at 11 p.m, tomorrow and 
work until 7 a.m. The precinct 
includes the area bounded by 
Chouteau, Franklin, Jefferson and 
Compton avenues. With’ the ex- 
ception of Taylor and Kennard, 
who will ride in a police scout car, 
members of the platoon are beat 
patrolmen., 

Taylor, who was one of the pa- 
trolmen promoted to sergeant last 
Nov. 26, is the first Negro uni- 
formed police officer to be in 
charge of a platoon in St. Louis.

Secretary of State George C. Mar- 
shall underwent a kidney opera- 
tion today at the Army’s Walter 
Reed Hospital. He is reported 
“doing excellently.” 

Neither. the State Department 
nor hospital authorities would de- 
tail the nature of the surgery, nof 
its seriousness. But from other 
sources it was learned the surgeon 
removed a kidney. 

This meant that President 
Truman’s chief adviser in interna- 
tional affairs would be away from 
his desk for several weeks, at 
least. In the absence of compli-

-The 
hospital*said it would issue pe- 
riodic bulletins on the Secretary’s 
condition since Marshall had au- 
thorized those beforehand. 

With typical thoroughness, he 
had laid down exactly the ar- 
rangements for handling news of 
the operation. Under this, the 
State Department could give no 
information except that it had 
been performed. All condition re- 
ports had to come from the hos- 
pital. 

The State Department issued the 
following announcement. 

“Gen. Marshall underwent a kid- 
ney operation at Walter Reed Hos- 
pital this morning following a 
physical checkup last summer. 

“Surgeons wished to operate 
then but because of the Paris con- 
ference the operation was delayed 
until today.” 

President Truman told a news 
conference last Wednesday he had 
asked Marshall to stay in the Cabi- 
net and Marshall had agreed. At 
the same time, the President said 
he had received no information on 
the condition of Marshall's health. 

Marshall has been living in the 
hospital since his return Nov. 22 
from the United Nations meeting 
in Paris. He held several confer- 


ences with Truman immediately. 


on his arrival here. Later, he 


ceased to appear at his office and 


spent all his- time at the hospital. 

Marshall's most intense years of 
work began seven years ago today 
with the Japanese attack at Pearl 
Harbor. He retired from the Army 
at the end of 1946 and thought he 
was out of public life for good.

He will* resign as ‘Mayor shortly 
before his inauguration on Jan. 10.

Blair informed Chief Markway 
he had heard a gamblimg estab- 
lishment was operating in rooms 
above a small restaurant in the 
190-block of East Capitol avenue, 
across the street and a little 
south of the Governor’s mansion. 

The Mayor also told the police 
chief he had received informa- 
tion that three more gambling 
establishments were operating, all 
in the 2°0 block of Madison street, 
the first block south of the Gov- 
ernor’s mansion. These places, 
Chief Markway said, were in 
rooms above two taverns and 
above a popular restaurant. 

Word Passed to Close Up. 

After the City Council meeting 
last night, word was passed to 
operators of gambling establish- 
ments to close up. 

Markway. at first said he was 
going to make a check to see 
what was: going on, then later re- 
ported he had made a check of 
the places named by Mayor Blair 
after .the council meeting last 
night. .The check failed to dis- 
close any gambling activities, he 
said. 

“Everything was dark,” he add- 
ed. “I knocked on the doors the 
Mayor had specified but I didn’t 
get any answers. I couldn’t break 
the doors down because I didn’t 
have a search warrant.” : 

Markway said he would confer

The bulk of Chen Yi’s forces 
were reported concentrated south 
of the Government pocket to pre- 
vent an attempted breakthrough 
in an effort to contact the en- 
circled Twelfth Army Group. 

Last night the Communist radio 
claimed 20,000 casualties already 
have been inflicted on the Sec- 
ond, Thirteenth and Sixteenth 
Army Groups caught in “air tight 
encirclement.”

Donaldson, Predicting 
Record Deficit, to Ask 
for Increase 


Classes Except First. 


Postmaster General Donaldson 
said today he would ask the new 


Congress.to increase rates on all 
1 except first class. 


higher rates “will have to come 
on all low revenue-producing 
mail.” 

He talked with reporters at the 
White House after conferring with 
President Truman, but said he 
had not discussed the matter with 
the President. 

Donaldson said increases will 
be asked for second class mail, 
newspapers and magazines; third 
class, circulars and advertising; 
fourth class, parcel post; and spe- 
cial services, such as money 
orders. 

Donaldson told reporters the 
Post Office Department will have 
a record deficit of $550,000,000 at 
the close of this fiscal year next 
June 30. He said that compared 
with a deficit of $310,000,000 for 
the fiscal year which ended last 
June 30. 

Donaldson estimated the second 
class mail deficit for this year 
at $207,000,000, third class $129- 
000,000, and fourth class $85,000,- 
000 


The Postmaster General noted 


that increases to provide addi- 


tional revenue of $110,000,000 have 
been approved by Congress and 
will become effective Jan. 1 on 
third and fourth class mail. 

But he said that pay increases 
for postal workers and higher 
transportation costs will more 
than offset that additional income. 

Donaldson was asked whether 
the contemplated higher rates for 
second class mail—newspapers and 
magazines—would put that class 
of mail on a paying basis. 

He replied that the increases 
would not—that there still would 
be “some subsidy.” 

Donaldson said there is no need 
for an increase for first class mail 
rates because it “is paying its 
way.”

IFES ADMITTED 
BY CONSTABLE

Constable William J, Harvey of 
Clayton Township admitted to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today that 
there is a $3374 shortage in his 
fee account with St. Louis County 
Treasurer Frank Burkamp. He 


said he spent the money for living 
expenses. 

Records in the County Treas- 
urer’s office showed that Harvey 
owed $2004 in constable fees; $1030 
in fees for fines collected for the 
office of Magistrate Taylor W. 
Strubinger, and $340 in fees col- 
lected for the Sheriff's office. The 
money owed is for the months of 
last July, August, September and 
October. 

“I didn’t blow the money,” Har- 
vey told a reporter. “It was simply 
a case of spending more than I 
made.” 

He added that he did not have 
any part of the $3374 at present, 
but would raise that amount and 
give it to Treasurer Burkamp 
Monday. 

Associate Judge of the County 
Court Arthur W. Schmid said the 
Court, which is the-administrative 
body in the county, did not know 
of the shortage until told by a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. He added 
that the judges will meet in regu- 
lar session tomorrow and deter- 
mine what action to take. 

Judge Schmid said County Clerk 
Leo Seivers receives reports from 
constables concerning the fees 
they owe. The practice then is 
for the constables to go down the 
hall to the treasurer’s office to 
make payment. Seivers’s reports 
of amounts owed are given to the 
judges monthly, but the treas- 
urer’s report is ordinarily reviewed 
on a yearly basis. 

In his position as constable, 
Harvey’s salary is $300 a month, 
plus $50 for automobile expenses. 
He was appointed constable by the 
County Court in 1944 and elected 
to the office for a four-year term 
in 1946. He lives with his wife 
at 6506 Crest avenue, University 
City.

China, Burma and Indonesia. 

This is a ladder of absurdity, 

not of cause and effect. There 
are important Chinese minority 
communities in Indo-China, Siam, 
Burma, Malaya and Indonesia; 
but in every one of these coun- 
tries there is a phobia against the 
Chinese. The more radical] the 
trend in the local nationalist par- 
ties, the more they have to guard 
themselves against the accusation 
that they are being infiltrated by 
Chinese. 

The Communists in these coun- 
tries are, of course, profoundly 
impressed by the successes of the 
Chinese Communists, and eager 
to imitate their methods; but they 
have not yet been able to crack 
the problem of working with 
Chinese Communists while retain- 
ing the allegiance of local nation- 
alists. 

What is now happening in 
China, therefore, has a para- 
doxical effect in Southeast Asia; 
it increases the prestige of the 
methods used by the Chinese 
Communists, but it also in- 
creases unwillingness to accept 
Chinese leadership. 

There is paradox also in the 
effect of developments in China 
on Japan. Most Americans are 
inclined to take it for granted 
that if we cannot build up an 
advanced base against Russia 
in China, we must concentrate 
on Japan.

“Risk capital,” the Chinese 
will say, “is entitled to the prof- 
its of risk capital. It is not 
entitled to the rewards of risk 
capital plus political guarantees 
which eliminates risk. Trade 
with us and take your profits, 
or—don’t trade.” 

The Chinese are going to be 
able to talk as big as this and 
make it stick. We should not get 
lost in futile argument about the 
Marxism of the Chinese Commu- 
nists versus “agrarian radicalism.” 
The Chinese Communists are en- 
titled to sober respect on one 
count. They have demonstrated 
that they can keep up, for years 
on end, a tolerable and even 
somewhat improved standard of 
living in territory they control. 
That means that we cannot starve 
them out or browbeat them with 
economic threats. 

Those are the facts. It remains 
to be seen whether President 
Truman and Secretary Marshall 
can put together a new kind of 
Truman-Marshall Doctrine that 
will fit the facts and also meet 
America’s need for a steadily ex- 
panding world trade.

University for more than a brief 
period, but a mere three or four 
months will be quite sufficient to 
do the essential job. This job is 
simply to adopt an agreed long- 
range American strategic plan, 
and to assign to each of the serv- 
ices its -detailed responsibilities 
under that plan.

The irresistible force is Mme. Chiang Kai-shek. 


Mme. Chiang is a lady of vast 

charm, intelligence and strength 
of character. 
*In the past, Washington has 
found her almost irresistible, al- 
though her previous appearance 
here did not result in greatly in- 
creased aid to China. 

This time, however, she has run 
smack into two of the stubbornest 
men in the United States—Presi- 
dent Truman and Secretary of 
State George C. Marshall. They 
are the immovable object which 
Mme. Chiang has encountered. 

Truman-Marshall Position. 

Truman and Marshall think 
there is little or nothing more that 
the United States can or should do 
to help Chifia, and they are mak- 
ing it clear to Mme. Chiang that 
this is what they think. 

This collision of purposes al- 
ready has generated a good deal of 
heat. Each side is moré than 
slightly hot under the collar. 

If Truman and Marshall stand 
fast in their refusal to recommend 
more large-scale aid; Mme. Chiang 
may explode in a dramatic appeal 
to the American people over the 
heads of the President and Secre- 
tary of State. 

Bitter experience has convinced 
Truman and Marshall that the 
United States cannot afford to pro- 
vide the kind and amount of help 
that would be needed to save 
Chiang—even if nobody else in 
the world needed and was getting 
American aid. 

Help to China Listed. 


The United States has lent and 
given China more than one billion 


dollars since V-J day. America 
has further given or “sold” at cut- 
rate prices an additional $1,250- 
000,000 worth of surplus goods 
since the war.

2. A public statement by the 
President of American support 
for ‘Chiang. 

Truman and Marshall think the 
United States cannot afford to do 
even this much to help China. 
They are also convinced that this 
would not be enough to save 
Chiang. America’s war and post- 
War experience proves that much 
more would be necessary, they be- 
lieve. 

There are two basic—and tragic 
—difficulties in China which make 
it impossible for the United States 
to save Chiang, Truman and Mar- 
shall believe. 

First, the Nationalist Govern- 
ment is riddled with incompe- 
tence, favoritism and corruption. 

Second, and partly for that rea- 
son, the Nationalist troops and 
the Chinese people as a whole 
will no longer fight effectively 
against the Communists. 

Like the Russians in 1917, the 
Chinese now are “voting for peace 
with their feet,” in this view. 

Whole Nationalist armies are 
surrendering to the Communists 
after little or no resistance, and 
with their arms and supplies in- 
tact.

Injustice to the Merchant Marine 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

An act of gross injustice has just 
been perpetrated by the higher brass of 
the National Selective Service headquar- 
ters in “Memorandum No, 5,” which de- 
nies to local boards any discretionary 
power in determining whether merchant 
marine veterans deserve draft exemp- 
tion by reason of services performed in 
World War II. 


National Selective Service headquar- 
ters now says that they shall be subject 
to the draft no matter what opinion lo- 
cal draft boards may have as to the 
value of the wartime service rendered 
by individual] veteran merchant seamen. 

Particularly singled out in ‘“‘“Memoran- 
dum No. 5” are former members of the 
Merchant Marine Cadet Corps. National 
headquarters warns local boards not to 
be deceived by the fact that these cadet- 
midshipmen were sworn in as members 
of the United States Naval Reserve. In 
the eyes of the 1948 Selective Service 
Act (as interpreted by national head- 
quarters) these men are owed no con- 
sideration since they were mere civilians 
who masqueraded in a naval uniform 
with a gold U.S.N.R. emblem. They are 
beyond the pale because technically on 
“inactive duty.” 

While this is technically correct, the 
phrase “inactive duty” must seem a 
rather bitter irony to many of these for- 
mer cadet-midshipmen who now find 
themselves subject to the draft. As a 
case in point, here is a brief outline of 
the “inactive duty” of a cadet-midship- 
man personally known to the writer. 
His tour of duty with the Cadet Corps 
was two years. One year was ashore. 
There he was under naval officers, sub- 
ject to a discipline as strict as at West 
Point or Annapolis, earning $65 a month 
—from which books and uniforms were 
deducted. 

A large percentage were washed out 
for academic or. disciplinary failings. 
One year (February 1945 to February 
1946) was spent in the Pacific. While 
his earnings at sea were greater, they 
probably would not total the sum com- 
ing to a GI for the same period under 
the GI Bill of Rights (to which the 
cadet-midshipman has no claim). From 
February to July 1945 the Pacific was 
still unpacified. His “inactive duty” in- 
cluded manning an anti-aircraft gun at 
Okinawa; where almost daily for three 
weeks Jap planes tried to sink his ship. 
For his “inactive duty” the United States 
Maritime Commission awarded him its 
combat ribbon. His first leave was 
granted after 18 months of continuous 
service. 

‘ Unlike his opposite number, a GI who 

gerved as much as 90 days on active 
duty, this “inactive duty” former cadet- 
midshipman is now to be drafted. Nor 
is there a thing his local draft board 
can do to rectify the obvious miscar- 
riage of justice. Not since Memoran- 
dum No. 5. s. & ¥.

On the Side of Justice 

Justice Robert H. Jackson has broken a se- 
rious deadlock in the Unitéd States Supreme 
Court and he has broken it on the right side. 
As a result, the Supreme Justices will review 
the conviction of two of the Japanese officials 
who are now under death sentence set by the 
international military tribunal at Tokyo. 

This 5-to-4 decision is merely to hear the ap- 
peals of former Premier Hirota and Gen. Doi- 
hara. It foretells nothing about the ultimate 
ruling of: the highest court on these appeals. 
After arguments the Justices may decide unan- 
imously that the convictions ‘and sentences are 
valid. There is no certain guide. Nearly three 
years ago, in the case of Generals Homa and 
Yamashita, who were sentenced to hang for war 
atrocities, the court divided 6 to 2 in a refusal 
to interfere with the execution. The late Chief 
Justice Stone wrote the majority opinion which 
kept hands off. Justices Rutledge and Murphy 
fervently dissented. 

The deadlock in the Hirota and Doihara cases 
actually goes back to the 1947 case of former 
German Field Marshal Milch, who was sen- 
tenced at Nuernberg to life imprisonment. Mar- 
shall Milch, who was charged with war crimes, 
including the drafting of slave labor, appealed 
to Washington from his prison cell in Bavaria. 
He contended that his treatment violated the 
1929 Geneva convention on the handling of pris- 
oners of war. 

This appeal from Nuernberg produced an un- 
usually sharp split among the Supreme Judges. 
Justice Jackson, who had lately returned from 
his extra-judicial assignment as the United 
States’ chief prosecutor of Goering, Hess and 
the other original war crimes defendants, did 
not participate. He felt that his identification 
with the war crimes trial disqualified him from 
taking part. The other Justices divided 4 to 4, 
with the result that the court automatically did 
not undertake to hear Milch’s appeal. 

But four Justices—Black, Douglas, Murphy 
and Rutledge—then did a most unusual thing. 
They declared where they stood in an even split. 
Historically, the record does not show the posi- 
tion of the Justices when they divide evenly. 


‘But these four Justices not only thought the 


court should hold a hearing as to its jurisdiction 
in the case, but wanted the record to show how 
they stood. This remarkable announcement dis- 
closed that Chief Justice Vinson and Justices 
Reed, Frankfurter and Burton were the four 
members who opposed a hearing for Milch. 

This was the situation in the two new Japa- 
nese cases. Had Justice Jackson again declined 
to participate, there would have been another 
4-to-4 split, with no decision. Presumably, Jus- 
tices Black, Douglas, Murphy and Rutledge 
would have been forced again to say where they 
stood in order to have their consciences clear on 
the issue. 

By tipping the scales in favor of a review of 
the case, Justice Jackson not only saves the Su- 
preme Court further embarrassment as being re- 
luctant if not unwilling to hear these war crimes 
appeals. He clears himself of any possible 
charge of being unwilling to review such a case 
because of his work as -a_ prosecutor at 
Nuernberg. 

The Post-Dispatch said in comment on the 
protest within the court in the Milch case that 
it came from “the four Justices most solicitous 
of human rights.” It is reassuring now to have 
the balance on their side rather than against 
them. Once more a civil rights ruling has been 
decided upon by the narrowest possible margin. 
But it has been decided right.’ 
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The Mess of Moving

Is Washington. so preoccupied arg the fight 
for democracy in Europe that it feels anti- 
democratic forces in Latin America must be 
tolerated? 

The question comes out of the socal depict. 
tion of Romulo Gallegos, the first popularly 
elected president of Venezuela, by a military 
junta. It has been charged that the militarists 
decided on this putsch because the State De- 
partment is maintaining relations with a similar 
clique which seized power in Peru late in 
October. | 

When that trouble broke out, Paul Daniels of 
the State Department’s American Republics 
Division, according to a Washington columnist, 


assured Colombia, Ecuador, Chile and Vene- | 


zuela that they would be consulted before 
American recognition of any new regime. Three 
days later and without any such consultation, it 
was announced that the United States would 
“continue normal relations” with the Peruvian 
junta. 

It seems only natural that the Venezuelan 
army leaders should have reasoned that if the 
Peruvians could “get away” with a coup, s0 
could they. When he arrived in Havana yester- 
day Gallegos repeated the charge that the 
rebels had been influenced by the Peruvian ex- 
ample. He also charged that they were spurred 
on by Venezuelan and foreign oil interests re- 
luctant to pay the taxes imposed on them under 
his administration. That sort of thing has hap- 
pened often enough in the past. 

What is. particularly tragic about the Vene- 
zuelan coup is that it was ‘not aimed at just an- 
other South American dictator, but at a scholar 
and writer whose election had been acclaimed 
as the beginning of real democracy in his coun- 
try. This underscores the bitterness.of his com- 
plaint that the United States is averting its eyes 
from Latin America. 

“Past performances of governments of the 
United States,” said Gallegos in Havana, 
“earned them the sympathy and affection of 
Latin America, but now these sympathies are 
being rapidly lost.” 

Washington cannot afford to lose them. A 
hemispheric solidarity of sorts can be built up 
by getting along with the Perons and other mili- 
tary upstarts, but there’s no security—nor honor 
—in it. The United States should stand up for 
democracy not only in one hemisphere, but in 
two. 
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We're for Margaret Rose 

It is hard for Americans to understand the 
special bond which exists between the English 
people and the royal family—but that it does 
exist is manifest in many sentimental and af- 
fectionate ways. We wonder, however, if the 
royal family is supposed to endure such a nosy 
and impertinent business as the tabloid news- 
paper, Sunday Pictorial of London, is engaged 
in. 

Snooping around in the wake of Princess 
Margaret Rose, the Pictorial reveals that she 
was up “until very late” four nights in one 
week; it comments on her escort; it whispers 
that she is regarded in court circles as a “little 
difficult”; and it pruriently notes that only the 
police and the servants are around when she 
returns to the palace after an evening of gaiety. 

Of course, royal propriety makes it necessary 
for Margaret Rose to suffer such indignity with 


‘silence; but there is a gesture she could make 


toward the Sunday Pictorial highly appropriate 
and familiar to all Americans, namely, she could 
—and we wish she would—place her thumb 
against her nose, spread her fingers and wiggle 
‘em. 
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It’s Up to the Greeks 
The best thing that can be said about Presi- 
dent Truman’s latest report on the Greek situa- 
tion is that it is realistic. It makes no bones 
about confessing that the apparent successes of 
last summer have vanished into thin air. Where 


there were an estimated 15,000 guerrillas in the — 


field 18 months ago, there now are 22,000. 

The Greek army is clamoring for more Amer- 
icanvhelp. But $170,273,499 worth of material 
already has been delivered, and American com- 
mitments run to $239,754,826. “So far as num- 
ber of troops, supplies and equipment are con- 
cerned,” says the report, “United States authori- 
ties are confident that the Greek army, navy 
and air forces possess the capability of restoring 
internal security in Greece.” There are 168,500 
men in the Greek army to deal with the 22,000 
guerrillas, but the Greeks reportedly want to 
raise the number to 250,000. 

The obvious implication is that the Greeks are 
lying down on the job and just won't fight. 
Under such circumstances, Congress may balk 
at further large grants. Resistance to Commu- 
nist expansion into Greece is as necessary as it 
ever was. The President’s report, however, is a 
reminder that this is a responsibility shared by 
the Greek Government. If the Athens regime 
turned more wholeheartedly to democracy, it 
might see its soldiers turn into more mae 
fighters. 

We are still standing by. But we are not 
happy to accept failures as drafts for more dol- 
lars. We want to see the Greeks do what they 
can with what they have. It’s up to them. 
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Old Game 


Hoping to induce Congress to set aside the 
recent’ Supreme Court decisions against basing 
point prices, vested interests in the scheme met 
in Pittsburgh, formed a committee and hired a 
public relations firm ‘at $11,000 a month plus 
expenses. 

The Government correctly contends that the 
basing point system is inconsistent with the an- 
ti-trust laws. Nevertheless, many industries have 
settled where they are because the system was 
allowed to grow up. Congress should go as far 
as it reasonably can to soften the readjustments 
which they now face.

Fears of the Ruhr Policy 


The Mirror

Marshall probably failed to calm the French about turning plants 
back to German control, editorial says; believes that “even the most 
urgent need for the recovery of the Ruhr cannot justify risking 
the renewal of such aggression as has twice put the world at war.”

Secretary Marshall's statement on the 
Ruhr industries was evidently designed to 
soothe the fears of the French. 


It is questionable whether it will be en- 
tirely successful in this aim. ‘The: original 
announcement that the Ruhr industries 
were to be returned to German owners, 
made by the Ameri- 
can and British mili- 
tary governors at 
Frankfort, came as 
a shock to a people 
which has again and 
again seen German 
militarism a_ threat 
to its national exist- 
ence. Gen. De Gaulle, 
with his instinctive 
feeling for the reali- 
ties of French secur- 
ity, seized upon this Gen. De Gaulle 
new project for the Ruhr, and, in argu 
ments which went far to restore his stand- 
ing as the defender of France, lashed out 
against it. 


It was, De Gaulle said, a decision of 
more fateful import than any taken in the 
twentieth century. The leader of the Third 
Force, Premier Henri Queuille, could aft- 
erwards win from the Assembly a vote 
supporting his handling of the Commu- 
nist-led strikes, 


But to the average Frenchman the Ger- 
man menace remains even more fundamen- 
tal than that of Russia. In the exchange 
it seems not unlikely that De Gaulle won 
a vote of confidence from the silent 
masses of the French people. 


In his statement, Secretary Marshall de- 
fended the American and British plan on 
the grounds that only by such a course 
can the economy of this» area be re-estab- 
lished. He pointed out that the long in- 


terval between the close of hostilities and 
the framing of peace made some such ar- 
rangement necessary, and gave assurances 
of adequate protection against a possible 
resurgence of German military power, by 
measures now in effect as well as by oth- 
ers which the United States is prepared to 
adopt. 

Such arguments are persuasive; yet at 
bottom there remain the lessons which his- 
tory and experience have taught. Even 
the most urgent need for the recovery of 
the Ruhr cannot justify risking the re- 
newal of such aggression as has twice put 
the world at war. The best arrangements 
for supervision can flag, and the protracted 
delay in making a peace, instead of be- 
ing an argument for adopting confessed 
expedients, may be one for taking no 
measure which does not square with long- 
range concepts of a secure and peaceful 
Europe, 

The final test of the American and Brit- 
ish case with regard to the Ruhr must be, 
indeed, the degree to which it wins the as- 
sent of France. It is inconceivable that 
dispositions of this central region should 
be made without the support of the coun- 
try whose experience in the matter is so 
great and whose interests are so deeply 
involved. 

France today has an insecure govern- 
ment and a menaced franc; but her peo- 
Ple embody the practical wisdom of cen- 
turies, and the nation remains the chief 
democracy on the European Continent. 
Secretary Marshall has been prudent in 
ffankly recognizing the French doubts. 

In the end, however, he and the British 
must do more. They must make sure that 
their arrangements for the Ruhr are real- 
ly in accord with French interest and judg- 
ment and not forced through by numbers, 
prestige, haste or economic inducements.

Even Arkansas and 
Oklahoma have had to open their university 
doors. 

Any practical-minded legislator knows 
that some Negro students will attend the 
University of Missouri within a compara- 
tively short time in any case. Why squan- 
der the state’s money with futile efforts 
to supply all types of professional work at 
Lincoln University in the meantime? Mis- 
souri should be able to come around to the 
inevitable without the ridiculous fuss and 


‘fury that developed in Arkansas and Okla- 
homa.

“Washington consultant on international 
affairs” for Reader’s Digest, is definitely 
our champion, The thrusts of Europeans 
which he parries range from petty annoy- 
ances with our manners to the overwhelm-

The French, says Mr. Visson, accuse us 
of excessive drinking. Small matter? No! 
Lunge! We don’t drink so much. We 
simply tolerate it less well. Also, our 
climate is not as cold as Scandinavia or 
Russia and they eat fattier foods which 
dispel the marinating effects. The Euro- 
peans, he says, resent our miraculous 
ability to put everything (including culture) 
into a can.

The collection in- 
cludes 102 oils, 40 water colors, 13 
sculptures, 26 prints and draw, 
ings and 33 craft pieces. 

Werner Drewes of the Washing- 
ton University art faculty, a juror 
in the 1946 state show, is repre- 
sented by “Cathedral of the For- 
est,” one of the largest and most 
remarkable oils on view.

FREMONT, 0., Dec. 7. (AP)— 
Weston B. (Bert) Hall, soldier of 
fortune and a founder of the La- 


fayette Escadrille of World War 
I, died yesterday. 

Hall, head of a Castalia (O.) toy 
factory, was found dead* in his 
automobile. Coroner F. A. Visconti 
said Hall was stricken with a 
heart attack shortly after passing 
through here on the way to Chi- 
cago. His car plunged through a 
fence. ; , 
Hall learned to fly in France 
around 1909. Three years later he 
took part in the Balkan war, be- 
coming, friends say, the first man 
to fly an airplane on a mission 
during a war. j 

‘In 1914 Hall, master of several 
languages, joined the French For- 
eign Legion. When World War 
I broke out he and five other men 
formed the Lafayette Escadrille. 
Hall went into Russia incognito 
to try to determine hew much as- 
sistance the country was giving 
the Allies. When his missian was 
completed he flew with the Rus- 
sians and after the revolution 
reportedly helped fly out some of 
the crown jewels. 

In the early 20’s Hall went to 
China, where he became head of 
the Chinese airforces under the 
name of Gen. Chang. He held this

There is, for 
example, the Navy’s failure to de- 
vise an effective defense against 
the German type XXI submarine, 
now in Soviet hands. Without 
anti-submarine defense, any Amer- 
ican war effort will be crippled. 
Equally, there is the Air Force’s 
continuing difficulty in reaching 
and locating distant, well-defended 
strategic targets. This also could 
be crippling. Such expert but dis- 
interested observers as the lead- 
ers of the Joint Research and De- 
velopment Board feel that present 
efforts, in both cases, are inade- 
quate. Some one is needed with 
authority to insist on more in- 
tensive effort in these, and sev- 
eral other fields. , 

Although the President has the 
authority to recall him to duty, 
Eisenhower may of course escape 
this burdensome new assignment. 
Although Bradley also could do 
the job, the whole scheme may 
even fall through. But the signs 
suggest that necessity, which is 
the mother of invention, is at 
last bringing to a close the long 
story of chaos and mutual bitter- 
ness between the services. If we 
are to survive in this bleak world, 
this much at least is essential.

White actual expenditures of 
the Board of Education were more 
shan $4,000,000 greater last year 


than the nearly $12,000,000 spent 
in 1938-39, the expenditures, meas- 
ured in terms of actual purchas- 
ing power, were less. 

This information was given yes- 
terday by Auditor Thor W. Bruce 
to the board’s committee on audit- 
ing and supplies. He assumed the 
average value of the cohsumer’s 
dollar in the 1935-39 period as 100 
and worked out a table comparing 
actual dollar outlay with the dol- 
lar’s purchasing power over the 


years from 1938 to date. The pur-- 


chasing power data were based 
on the Costsumer’s Price Index of 


the Bureau of Labor Statistics. 

He showed that in the school 
year 1938-39, the purchasing power 
and expenditures were nearly 
equal, the former exceeding the 
latter slightly. In the year 1942- 
43, dollar outlay had declined to 
slightly more than $11,000,000 but 
the inflationary trend had reduced 
the purchasing power of those dol- 
lars, based on the 1935-39 period. 
to less than $9,000,000. During the 
last full school year, the board 
spent’more than $16,000,000 but the 
purchasing power represented was 

a little more than $9,590,000, he 
pelated out. 


“This is particularly significant,” 


he said, “when one realizes that 
new. services have been added dur- 


ing the past 10 years at the in-. 


jsistence of the public, as well as 
the expansion of ‘existing services.”

Only equipment needed is a long 
column of a chemically active 

resin. When the resin 
is an acid, a so-called cation ex- 
changer, it can. be used to extract 
such metals as magnesium or cop- 
per from a solution, holding the 
meals in the column while the rest 
of the mixture flows through, 
Boyd said. ~- : 

What happens, he explained, is 
that electrically-charged atoms, 
called fons, in/the solution being 
purified knock out and replace 
ions of hydrogen in the resin sub- 
stance. The positive ions doing 
the replacing stay in the resin and 
everything else goes through the 
icolumn and out the bottom. 
| To recover the captured ions, all 
| that is necessary is to wash them

| exchanger, is used to extract ions

When two related elements, 
as two members of the rare earth

In the wasghing-out 
process, the element in the lower 
portion flows out before that at 
the top. 

Value in Biology. 

Biological chemists, who have 
been spending weeks trying to 
separate ubody substances from 
their clone relatives, probably can 
do the job in a matter of hours 
with the ion exchangers, Boyd 
said, and the method “works like 
a charm” with radio-active sub- 
stances. 

He pointed out that chemists 
can pump a radio-active solution 
through an exchanger by remote 
control, and separate a desired 
substance from the solution while 
the chemists are standing behind 
a thick concrete wall watching 
the whole thing go on. 

The resins are not damaged by 
atomic radiation or heat, and even 
seem to work better at the tem- 
perature of boiling water than 
they do at room temperature. 
Furthermore, a skillful chemist 
can vary the composition of the 
exchanger to fit the job he wants 
it to do, Boyd said. 


To make the separation job even 
easier, it is possible in some cases 
to make the resin in such a way 
that the trapped substances in the 
exchanger have different colors, 
he added.

last year’s three-day season.

Probably the first successful 
hunter was Albert J. Heiheman of 
5640 Brinkman, St. Louis. He 
bagged a six-point buck at 6:33 
a.m. yesterday in Crawford coun- 
ty. That was three minutes after 
the season opened. 

Conservation agents in the field 
estimated there would be more 
than 20,000 hunters earlier pre- 
dicted in the field, but said the 
first day's kill was not up to 
normal, 

They suggested that the longer 
season this year and the unsea- 
sonably warm and dry weather 
put the hunters in a vacationing 


frame of mind. They were in no | 


hurry to get their one legal ani- 
mal and then have to quit. 
Agents said that in general the 
co-operation. of the hunters was 
good. There were few violations. 
Perhaps the heaviest hunted 


was the Crawford, Franklin-Wash- 


ington county area along the 
northeastern edge of the 25-county 
deer-hunting section.

ERROL FLYNN NOT 
IN COURT, JUDGE 
ORDERS ARREST

NEW YORK, Dec. 7 (UP)—A 
judge waited 30 minutes for movie 
actor Errol Flynn to appear in 
court today on a charge of kick- 
ing a policeman on the shin, then 
confiscated his $500 bail and is- 
sued a warrant for his arrest. 

Flynn, hero of several one- 
punch Hollywood brawls, and Rob- 
ert Wahn, a press agent, tangled 
with police —- today after a 
squad car stopped their taxicab 
to investigate the driver’s license. 

Wahn pleaded guilty to a charge 
of disorderly conduct and paid a 
$50 fine. 

Flynn was found shortly before 
1 p.m. at the Savoy Plaza Hotel 
and taken to police court for ar- 
raignment later today. 

“It was all a misunderstand- 
ing,” he said, “I didn’t get to 
sleep until 9 a.m. because of this 
occurrence.’ 

When Patrelmas Joseph Ber- 
beles ordered the cab _ driver, 
Henry Brinkworth, 22, to show 
his license Wahn and Flynn 
climbed out and intervened. 

Later Fiynn said, “Somebody 
rabbit punched me in the back 
of the neck. I don’t know whu.” 
He suffered a cut lip and his 
tuxedo was mussed.

While Wahn was be- 
ing booked for disorderly conduct, 
Flynn turned and kicked the 
patrolman in the shins, police 
said.

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For Deer Hunters 


Two Good Books 
On Outdoor Life 


By Leonard Hall 


HE current deer season reminds me of two 

T books which have arrived at Possum Trot 

lately and which should both make excellent 

additions to the sportsman’s library. First of 

these is Elmer 

Keith’s “Big Game 

“@ ice Hunting”; and it

better equipped to 

tackle this all-em- 

bracing subject 

than this writer. 

Elmer Keith has 

lived all of his 40- 

odd years in the 

heart of the best 

big game country 

in the United 

States, his home at 

present being a 

ranch in the wild 

Salmon river country near North Fork, Idaho. 

He has hunted all the big game of the 

continent on his own account and can find most 

species within easy riding distance of his ranch. 

This has not prevented him, however, from mak- 

ing long treks into the far regions of Alaska and 

the Yukon, and British Columbia and Alberta. 

As a guide and outdoorsman, Keith is known 

internationally—and as a good sportsman, as 

well. 

‘* 
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FEW OF US WHO HAVE read the outdoor 
Magazines during the past 20 years are not 
familiar with Kieth’s reputation as an arms 
expert—a field in which he ranks with men 
like Whelen and Askins. He knows guns, bal- 
listics, cartridges, and how each weapon and 
each load wil’ function under varying conditions. 
As might be expected, his knowledge of the 
wildlife species of the entire Rocky Mountain 
area is thorough, detailed and accurate. These 
sast three words can also be used to describe 
his writing. What interests Keith is the fact 
—as he has observed it and double-checked his 
observation. While no philosopher, neither is 
Elmer merely a killer of game; for his writing 
shows real feeling :or that great panorama 
which is laid out before the outdoorsman to 
read, and a deep understanding of the subtleties 
and changing moods of iature. In “Big Game 
Hunting,” however, he does not let these things 
distract him from the task at hand. This is to 
impart to you, another sportsman, his practical 
knowledge of his subject. If you are one who 
can profit by the experience of others, what 
Keith hag to say will serve you well whenever 
you go into the wilderness for game. 


* * * 

“BIG GAME HUNTING” is too encyclopediac 
to review in cetail. There are, of course, chap- 
ters on each species of game and how to hunt it. 
More unusual—but of equal importance to the 
man who is expending considerable time and 
real money on a big-game hunt—are the things 
Keith has to say about “How to Look for Game” 
and “Judging Trophies Before Shooting.” Noth- 
ing could be more disappointing to the real 
sportsman on a big game hunt than to take the 
species called for by his license, yet to take none 
which can be classed as real trophies. As might 
be expected, the chapters on what rifles to use 
for timber shooting, all-round hunting, or stalk- 
ing the game which must generally be taken at 
excessive ranges, are interesting and authorita- 
tive. Equally important is what Keith has to 
say on still-hunting, stalking, and placing the 
shot when it is finally made. Unlike a great 
many less experienced sportsmen and even many 
guides, Keith takes a firm stand against the 
use of both arms and cartridges which do not 
have the potential for clean, one-shot kills, and 
he backs up his specifications as to adequate 
arms with a world of practical experience. With- 
out compromise, he rules out the extremely high 
velocity, small bores for timber shooting because 
their bullets will simply not bore through brush 
and small limbs to reach their target with 
accuracy and killing impact. 

The final chapters of the book deal, as they 
should, with handling the trophies to get them 
home safely—and with pack outfits and equip- 
ment. The Volume is illustrated with many pho- 
tographs and with drawings by Bob Kuhn, the 
well-known big game artist, and by Keith him- 
self. When he has found time to develop this 
pursuit is hard to say. But for anyone who is 
or has aspirations to become a big game hunter, 
Keith’s book should prove invaluable. 

* x 

SECOND ON OUR LI6T is Lawrence Koller’s- 
“Shots at Whitetails,” which has, perhaps, an 
even closer application for the Missouri deer 
hunter than has Keith’s book. For I believe that 
hunting our white-tail has more in common with 
conditions which hold in the Adirondacks, Kol- 
ler’s home territory, as a matter of fact, is 
the Catskill Mountains; and while he is not 
so widely known as Elmer Keith, his - back- 
ground should enable him to talk of the deer 
with authority, for he is a thorough-going out- 
doorsman. A skilled gunsmith and student of 
firearms, and an expert marksman with both the 
rifle and hunting long-bow, Koller has foilowed 
the white tails for more than 20 years and 
knows whereof he speaks. 

There’s an interesting thing about deer hunt- 
ing. Even in the best of deer country, hunting 
pressure is too great to allow for anything other 
than a short season except in very unusual 
circumstances. Each year an increasing army 
of hunters goes forth into the woods, armed 
with a high powered rifle and the determination 
to kill something. I believe it would be safe to 
say that not one in a hundred of these men is 
either an experienced woodsman or a trained 
rifleman—with knowledge of his quarry or his 
weapon. The opportunity for him to wecome 
experienced simply doesn’t exist. It therefore 
goes without saying that all the really expert 
advice he will absorb before going into the woods 
will materially increase his chances for success 
and decrease the possibility of accident or worse. 

* 


* * 

LAWRENCE KOLLER begins his book with 
chapters on the habits of the deer and on wood- 
craft. He discusses still hunting alone and with 
a partner; and the techniques of successful 
group hunting, where some of the hunters are 
placed on stands while the others drive. The 
camp, safety in the deer woods, and a discussion 
of the bow as a hunting weapon, are all covered. 
In a second section, the author writes of the

Two Young War Veterans Brave Death to Save Victims of Canadian Arctic

WINNIPEG, Dec. 7. 


N the official records of the 
| canadian armed forces, they 

are listed as a paratrooper and 
a pilot, but to the lonely people 
of Canada’s northlands the names 
of D’Artois and Race spell “Cah- 
ada’s No. 1 air rescue team.” 

To these people serving as fac- 
tors, missionaries, trappers and 
nurses through the long winter 
months of isolation in the vast 
tundras of the Canadian Arctic it 
is reassuring that several hundred 
miles away in southern Manitoba 
there are waiting Canada’s most 
renowned rescuers to speed suc- 
cour in the event of illness or 
accident, 

For this may be the home of 
Santa Claus and the delight of 
childish imagination, but it loses 
all attraction when medical care 
is urgently needed or food sup- 
plies run low. 

Much of the fear of the con- 
sequences of such emergencies has 
been removed by the exploits of 
two young war veterans, who are 
rapidly becoming a legend for 
their part in northern rescues and 
their ability to tackle any mercy 
flight, no matter what the 
weather or terrain. 

Flying Officer Robert Carson 
Race, a R.C.A.F. veteran of the 
European campaign, and his 
famed C-47, “The Blizzard Belle,” 
together with Capt. Lionel Guy 
D’Artois, who has probably made 
more hazardous parachute drops 
in war and peace than any other 
Canadian, are the team. The area 
they cover extends from. the 
United States border to the 
islands off the north shores of 
Canada, far within the Arctic 
Circle. 

D’Artois is u short, wiry, French- 
Canadian from bustling Montreal. 
After serving as a paratrooper in 
the war, he became a secret agent, 
who was dropped in Occupied 
France on special missions a num- 
ber of times. After the war he 
returned to Canada with his wife 
Sonia, who was also a secret 
agent, who was dropped into 
France. Capt. D’Artois expected 
to take up the more prosaic life 
of a peacetime soldier. Tall, 
youthful Bob Race was also ‘ex- 
pecting a quieter time after fly- 
ing transports over Europe. 

But both reckoned without the 
Canadian: Arctic’ and its lack of 
doctors and signposts, where sick- 
ness wag serious, getting lost dis- 
astrous. To the people striving 
against nature in such surround- 
ings, a fa.jtless pilot, backed by 
an accurate crew, together with 
an expert paratrooper could mean 
a matter of life or death. 

The first rescue—made by D’Ar- 
tois alone — was carried out in 
August, 1947. The team have 
been making rescues and mercy 
flights ¢ver since. Single opera- 
tions by the paratrooper and the 
pilot, and a dual effort, which 
tested their co-operation to the 
full, stand out as the supreme ex- 
amples of their work. 

D’Artois’ initiation into the 
work occurred when an Ameri- 
can technical sergeant and his 
wife, flying a smal] Stinson air- 
craft to his military camp at Port 
Churchill, crashed in a severe 
storm in northern Manitoba. Both 
were uninjured but completely 
lost in desolate swamp land. 

For two days they went with- 
out food until the fire they had 
started was spotted by a search- 
ing plane. A few hours later Guy 
D’Artois had parachuted down to 
them with food, medical supplies 
and a iadio transmitter. 

After landing up to his waist in 
a nearby swamp, Capt. D’Artois 
carried out a pattern that has now

become standard for such mis- 
sions. It consists of applying medi- 
cal treatment, feeding the usually 
more than hungry victims, and 
leading them back to civilization. 
On this occasion, he guided them 
four miles through tangled burnt 
bushland to a lake where a sea- 
plane was waiting. 

Bob Race’s solo rescue, so rep- 
resentative of others he has made, 
was carried out this spring when 
a raido message was flashed to 
Winnipeg that a woman was seri- 
ously ill at a meteorological post 
on lonely Baffin Island in the 
Hudson Bay. Race speedily gath- 
ered his crew together and de- 
parted for the remote habitation 
1800 miles away. 

Unfortunately, continued bliz- 
zards held the aircraft down 
at an air base on Southampton 
Island for several days, but final- 
ly the “Blizzard Belle” was able 
to make the last lap, and this 
time fitted with floats, landed in 
the sea amid broken ice, close to 
the post. A few minutes later the 
sick woman, together with an 
ailing Eskimo, was speeding south 
for hospital treatment, and even- 
tual recovery.., 

But one mercy mission above 
all others stands out in the mem- 
ories of Canada’s northlanders. 
That was “Operation Turner” car- 
ried out in the fall ey last year. 
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ANON JOHN TURNER, Arc- 
C tic missionary, was lying seri- 

ously wounded from an acci- 
dentally discharged rifle, at his 
post on Moffat Inlet at the north- 
ern tip of Baffin Land. With him 
was his wife, who was expecting a 
third child. .heir other two chil- 
dren and Rebecca, a 15-year-old 
Eskimo girl. 

When the news reached Winni- 
peg, another Arctic cleric, who 
had served in the same area, was 
brought from Montreal, half way 
across the continent, to describe 
the local terrain. Then “The 
Blizzard Belle” together with a 
paratroop rescue team of four, in- 
cluding a doctor and headed by 
D’Artois, started the 2000-mile 
flight to Baffin Land. 

On Oct. 4, 1947, the paratroops 
were dropped in a small cove 
bounded by the treacherous snow- 
covered crags of mountainous 
Moffat Inlet. Weeks of trial and 
error, hardship and buffetting by 
Arctic blizzards were to begin on 


that date, 
First Canon Turner was treated

responsible for keeping him alive, 
aided in every way. 

There followed day-long dreary 
searches through the rugged 
country by D’Artois and his two 
companions to find a_ suitable 
landing ground for “The Blizzard 
Belle,” while the doctor continued 
to tend his patient, who had now 
recovered consciousness. These 
searches often extended 30 miles 
from the minute mission, and 
meant frequently cutting a way 
through thigh-deep snow. 

The rescuers had tough breaks. 
On the first drop the portable 
radio, to contact the nearest base 
of Coral Harbor, was smashed 
against a rock, Also there was 
the continuous race against the 
season—before the long Arctic

rescuers, They were flown direct- 
ly back to Coral Harbour and the 
following day arrived in Winnipeg. 

But this most famous rescue 
saga was to have no happy end- 
ing. 76 days after he had acci- 
dentally discharged the gun he 
was carrying, Canon Turner died 
in a Winnipeg hospital. 

“Canada’s No. 1 air rescue 
team”. were rewarded for their 
part in this operation this year 
when both were presented with 
the George Medal, one of the 
British Empire’s highest awards 
for gallantry in peacetime. But 
D’Artois and Race have an even 


bigger reward, the confidence in-|, 


vested in them by the people of 
Canada’s Arctic.

$100,000 a Year, but He Lost More Than That on the Horses 


Al Claimed He Only Made

ITH the indictment of Jack 

Guzik, our portion of putting

Our old friend Pat O’Rourke 
cleared them for us nicely. 

Pat knew that the family-man 
type of gangster frequently lived 
in Berwyn, a Chicago suburb 
where the boys did no business in 
return for unmolested living priv- 
ileges. Pat Was curious about 
some of their addresses in case 
they were ever suddenly needed 
anywhere, so he went out one 
morning to have a talk with the 
Berwyn postmaster. His business 
done, Pat was standing on the cor- 
ner waiting for a bus when a wom- 
an. drove by.

Capone wanted to pay Uncle what 
he owed him and would answer 
any questions. Wilson said that

“Mr. Wilson,” said Al respect- 
fully, “T will let my lawyer answer 
that for me.” 

The lawyer went into a lengthy 
legal hocus-pocus saying that Al 
wanted to help the Government 


all he possibly could without fur- ~ 


nishing information that would be 
usable in criminal proceedings. 
Wilson allowed as how he uhder- 
stood and how he certainly hoped 
that Al and his lawyer under- 
stood that anything they did tell 
him they might be used against Al. 
They understood so the interview 
proceeded, with Al being as gentle 
and polite as a kitten, but refer- 
ring all the questions. to his 
lawyer. 

The kitten waited until he was 
leaving to show his claws. As he 
and his lawyer left Wilson’s of- 
fice, Al paused to lean back in 
and say, “Mr. Wilson, be sure to 
take care of yourself.” Mr. Wil- 
son thanked the gangster and said 
he expected to take very good 
care of himself. 

There were several such confer- 
ences and nobody was getting any- 
where. We were digging up’ in- 
formation indicating that Al got 
$72,320 in Western Union orders 
which he used in what was obvi- 
ously an unsuccessful effort to 
beat the races in Florida. We 
had also made some interesting 
discoveries of spot cash payments 
for rent, and later purchase, of 
Florida homes. He was paying 
about $3000 a year to the tele- 
phone company, and twice that to 
hotel men. His suits were costing 
him $135’apiece, his shirts $35, and 
his exotic underthings $10 and $15. 
All this proved Al had money and 
was spending it. That he had in- 
come was apparent to any 12 men 
we knew, but we also knew we 
had to have enough evidence to

Capone and his lawyer made 
several visits to talk with Wilson. 
Finally the lawyer admitted that 
Al had income,- but never more 
than $100,000 a year. Wilson was 
charmed with the admission and 
requested it be made in writing. 
Oddly enough it was. The letter 
helped convict Al, and it was a 
beautiful thing. : 

It started off on a touching note. 
Al was the sole support of his 
widowed mother. His house was 
mortgaged to the hilt, he had a 
sister and a son to support. The 
taxpayer was a member of an 
organization that kept no books, 
so it was difficult to#reach any 
accurate figure, but the taxpayer 
received one sixth of the profits. 
Al had never made over $75 a 
week until 1926, the letter said. 

Then the lawyer got generous 
with Al’s money and for the first 
time we had an estimate (which 
was later proved to be an inaccur- 
ate one) of Capone’s income. The 
lawyer wrote: “Notwithstanding 
that two of the taxpayer’s associ- 
ates from whom I have sought in- 
formation with respect to the 
amount of the taxpayer’s income 
insist that his income never ex- 
ceeded $50,000 a year, I am of the 
opinion that his taxable income for 
the years 1926 and 1927 might fair- 
ly be fixed at not to exceed $26,- 
000 and $40,000 respectively. For 
the years 1928 and 1929 it did not 
exceed $100,000 per year.” 

We now had Al’s own word for

Shumway was quite shocked at 
the intrusion and offered no help 
at all. Wilson went into his most 
persuasive manner, which is ac- 
complished by gnawing on a cigar 
and fastening two of the coldest 
eyes this side of Fulton Fish Mar- 
ket on his prey.

HUMWAY had spoken of a

Bragg told of an in- 
triguing admission Al made when 
he was vainly trying to get into 
the raided Smoke Shop. “Let me 
in,” wailed the p»riama-clad mob- 
ter, “I’m the owner of this place.” 
David H. Morgan, another vigi- 
lante, told of Capone trying to 
push his way through the closed 
door of his raided place. One of 
the vigilantes said to Al, “What 
do you think this is, a party?” 
Al grumbled back, “It ought to be 
my party, I own the place.” 

No arrests followed these ad- 
missions, possibly because the 
vigilantes lost some of their en- 
thusiasm, for the affair when 
Bragg received several threats 
and had his new automobile 
ruined by the insertion of gravel 
in the cylinders and pistons; and 
Morgan got a hospitalizing punch 
in the nose as he left the Smoke 
Shop and later was shot and left 
to die by four thugs. -He lived, 
but quietly. However, Bragg and 
Morgan courageously testified 
whenever their testimony was 
needed six years after the rajd.

“solid.” The fact that East had 
made a vulnerable overcall in 
spades, lacking the ace, king and 
jack in his own suit, and without 
any ace in his hand, argued 
strongly that East had the club 
king as compensation, and since . 
declarer could get only one dis- 
card, on dummy’s second spade 
trick, the slam project was not too 
bright. 

It is safe and fair to assume 
that the average declarer in this 
deal would meet defeat—he would 
see no other play but the club 


finesse end, losing that finesse, 
would lose the hand. This South, 
however, definitely placing the 
club king offside, overcame that 
hurdle! After ruffing the heart, 
he ran six more diamonds, dis- 
carding all of dummy’s clubs ex- 
cept the ace! This fixed East! 
His six-card position had been four 
spades and two clubs, but when 
he had to let go one card, he was 
helpless! If he let go a spade, de- 
clarer would cash two rounds of 
spades and ruff a spade, driving 
out East’s stopper and establishing 
dummy’s fourth spade.

The 
doctor tells her she must stop as 
she is underweight, but she pays 
not a bit of attention to him or 
to anybody else. 

Now what? Once a child is set 
in the habit of smoking—or drink- 
ing—stopping him, or getting him 
to stop, is difficult. The time to 
have done that was in the begin- 
ning before the habit got a hold 
on his nerves and set itself firmly 
in his character. A good example

dren do. When parents want 
children to follow a certain pat- 
tern of conduct, they first* must 
follow it themselves, ; 
Parents do not stop ar 
and growing when they become 
parents. They have just started 
on a 20-year course of education 


in life’s ways with humanity. If if 


they are wise they stop for a 
minute, study the situation, and 
make up their minds what courses 
in this University of Days they 
will take. Self-discipline is one: 
of the essentials, never an elec- 
tive. Rearing children enforces 
that, usually to the great benefit 
of the parents, 

Doing without tobacco and 
strong drinks is not the hardship 
it might seem. For a brief time 
there may be a feeling of thwarted 
desire, but only for a brief time 
if the thought of the cause of the 
denial is cherished. Health will 
improve, family finances will bene- 
fit and, above all, public opinion 
will show a rise in respect toward 
the family. 

This is not as unimportant as 


it looks at first glance. The child 
who smokes, who is allowed to 
attend night dances frequently, 
who is permitted to ape adult 
vagaries of behavior is not re- 


garded highly by the neighbors. 
And the respect and confidence 
of the neighbors is a very precious 
asset to youth, and to their fami- 
lies. Sophistication often costs too 
much for what it affords.

Early Diagnosis of TB Important. 


HE early diagnosis of tubercu- 
losis cannot be overstressed. 
This early diagnosis is prob- 
ably more important than treat- 
ment since our great advance in 
recent years has been due directly 
to discovery of cases in the early 
stages,. Tuberculosis is a disease 
of many manifestations which 
range from acute pneumonia to 
no symptoms at all. 
The earliest lesions in TB may 


produce no a iaterhe in the pa- 
tient and give the examining doc- 
tor no diagnostic signs, Tubercu- 
losis must be suspected if it ig to 
be found early. The early cases, 
of course, stand the best possibil- 
ity of cure. Therefore it is im- 
perative that in any case -where 


TB is a possibility the chest 
should be X-rayed. TB shows up 
in X-ray before it can be found 
by physical examination. Routine 
X-ray of the chest in all patients 
admitted to hospitals would help 
to discover many unsuspected 
cases,
